routes can be reopened until a 
permanent .solution is worked out. 
Dempster turned down this offer!

Did Russia Suffer 'Disaster7 


There has been no confirmation of the 
story from Denm ark that the dirtiest of all 
fall-out conditions followed recent nuclear 
tests by the Soviet Union as a result of a nu­ 
clear “disaster.’’ But the story is interest­ 
ing because of other information obtained 
through neutral listening posts such as 
Switzerland and Sweden. 
The fall-out report had been partialy con­ 
firmed by scientific m easurm ents showing 
an unusual amount of radiation. It was as­ 
sumed that Russia was the principal suffer­ 
er.

portant factor in many diseases. 
Q. Do children ever outgrow 
asthma? 

Not so long ago 
two doctors reported that of 688 
asthmatic children, about 75 per 
cent no longer had asthma by 
the time they reached teenage. 
A child specialist at Duke Uni­ 
versity checked 200 asthmatic 
youngsters 
After

treatm ent, about 80 per cent of 
the children had few symptoms 
or were greatly helped The im­ 
portant thing to remember is 
that asthma can be very seri­ 
ous. Early treatm ent by a physi­ 
cian can prevent much suffering 
and may even save a life 


Q. Is wheezing always a sign of 
asthma? 
A. No. Certain other conditions 
ran cause wheezing. The asth­ 
matic wheeze is due to narrow­ 
ing of the air passages. Forcing 
air out of the lungs through hte 
narrowed 
tubes 
creates 
the 
wheeze. Oddly enough, not all 
asthm atics wheeze but they, as 
well as perfectly healthy people, 
can learn to wheeze.
